There were no apparent changes in 
communications systems, fire and 
police protection and possible 
security hazards. There were no 
additional exhibits. There has 'been 
no change in tenants in apartments 
surrounding SUBJECT apartment.

DESCRIPTION OF AREA? 


On visiting SUBJECT area, it was noticed that along West End Avenue 
the homes are occupied by persons having incomes of upwards of $8,000. 
However, in the side streets some of the brownstone houses which have given 
way to furnished room buildings are now being occupied by poorer families 
who are new to the city and have a large number of children crowded into 
small apartments. On a hot day a number of disorderly children have been 
observed racing up and down stairs, breaking boxes and the like. In spite 
of the poor condition of the side streets, these children have not been 
observed playing along West End Avenue where the doormen of the various 
buildings seem to keep things in order.

The doorman of SUBJECT building still keeps strangers 
from entering until they have been questioned concerning whom they wish to 
visit.
